14. 
Brown made a s traig h t confession, 
according to police. 
He said he met Michael shortly 
after he iind come home from school 
and t h e v went down into the rail­ 
road yards to gather coal. 
Later 
he took the little fellow Into the 
coach and after the attac k 
bound 
him. 
He denies having locked the 
cooch. 
After the attack, according to his 
confession, he "hopped a freight" out 
of the city. 
He said he was arrested 
at Savannah, III., but was released 
after a short time and w ent to Dav­ 
enport, Iowa; where he was picked 
up. 
According to Captain of Detectives 
H arry McCrory, Brown said, "C ap ­ 
tain, I don't want a jury trial. 
You 
just go down and tell the judge what 
I told you and let him give me my 
sentence.” 
Police declared Brown Is said to 
have at one time been an inmate ct 
the hospital for th e Insane at D u n ­ 
ning, 111. 
When brought here last nig ht by 
authorities from Davenport, Brown 
was ta ken to th e Milwaukee child­ 
r e n ’s hospital where he was faced by 
the boy he attacked.

1025 was u peaceful and fairly prosperous year for the United 
States and 1920 will he more so. 
President Coolidge continued 
his program of federal economy and reduction of taxation in tho 
year of 1925. 
Europe made a step toward international accord through che 
Locarno security and arbitration pacts. 
The United States, on 
the other hand, had a few words with Mexico and is assisting to 
settle the Tacna-Arica squabble. 
There were many cabinet changes. 
The three months ses­ 
sion of Congress of the 08th period produced little important 
legislation. 
One of the most notable events was the adoption of 
the postal pay bill over the President’s veto. 
The status of Muscle Shoals is si ill unsettled. 
The U. S. 
Shipping Hoard was a storm center. 
President Coolidge recom­ 
mended to Congress that the board’s power be curtailed and ad­ 
ministrative functions be placed in the hands of the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation subject to the President. 
The Mitchell controversy fanned tho air. 
The Mouse com­ 
mittee report, however, supported the fiery colonel’s demand for 
a single department of defense with coordinate branches for army, 
navy and air. 
It placed the United States third in air strength 
compared witli other Powers, and stated that adequate air equip­ 
ment and a definite policy are lacking. 
The farmer asserted himself at the close of 1925. 
Ile sees 
large crops in danger of commanding poor prices, of seeing the 
fruits of his toil reduced to a mere pittance. 
Iowa is seeking to 
prescribe for the financial ills of tire Midwest farthers. 
Peace was the dominant note in European reviews of 1925. 
The greatest accomplishment of the League of Nat ions for 
the past year was the Locarno conference and its resulting trea­ 
ties. 
Although this conference was held outside of the jurisdic­ 
tion of the League and ai the initiative of individual govern­ 
ments, League authorities feel that had ii not been for the League 
and above all for the Geneva protocol of 1924, the Locarno con­ 
ference would never have taken place. 
Great Britain closed a year of great progress in controlling 
the peace of Europe. 
The tight, little island is now universally 
recognized as the official watchdog of the Old World. 
France, in a year marked by tw o foreign wars, made greater 
progress towards the complete restoration of peace during 1925 
than in any year since the great war. 
Its great statesman, Aris­ 
tide Briand, played a prominent role as peacemaker.
